[Editor's Note: Following is a copy of a letter sent to Massachu- 
setts Governor Mitt Romney on October 14, 2003.] 

Eastover Farms, a Rochester landmark and historic site, 
is perilously close to having its conservation efforts abandoned 
if the Commonwealth does not come to its aid soon. This project 
is entirely consistent with your administration's professed goals 
of dealing with the problem of sprawl while promoting intelli- 
gent growth alternatives. 

By an overwhelming majority last March, town 
residents voted to increase their own property taxes in an effort 
to afford the downpayment on the land — the first step in 
staving off developers from building on the now preserved land. 
Despite noble fundraising efforts, state funding is still necessary. 

It is our understanding that nearly $25 million in state 
money is available for open space projects this fiscal year, with 
$15 million of that not having yet been earmarked. We respect-

Straus Cosponsors Wildlife Bill 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) announced this week that he was cospon- 
soring the Inland Game Bill which w^ill restore $4.7 
million in federal matching grants to the state. 

The Inland Game Fund is a separate state fund 
which was created decades ago in an effort to help state 
fish and wildlife agencies around the country preserve 
natural resources. With these programs, the agencies do 
not have to rely on general tax dollars to fund their 
efforts, relying instead on local sportsmen. However, 
recent state budget language promoted by Governor Mitt 
Romney has rendered Massachusetts ineligible for 
matching federal grants under the national program. A 
recent ruling by the United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service has given Massachusetts thirty (30) days to undo 
the new budget language before losing the federal grants. 

Representative Straus has been leading efforts to 
restore the Inland Game Fund since funding problems 
were first discovered in the FY 04 budget.

CANINE ARTHRITIS 

I have an 11 year old German Shepherd dog that limps after we 
play hall. My veterinarian says that the dog has hip dysplasia. 
What can I do to make him more comfortable now that colder 
weather is approaching? 

There are 2 major groups of drugs that you can use for your 
arthritic dog. The first are drugs that help regenerate the car- 
tilage that lines the joint and the second are antiinflarama- 
tory drugs. 

There are 3 products that help cartilage and the general joint 
environment. Chondroitin sulfate. Glucosamine and 
Adequan all seem to help cartilage regenerate itself and help 
modify the fluid in the joints to make animals more comfort- 
able. These drugs have very few side effects. 
Nonsteroidal antiinflammatory drugs (NSAIDS) are often 
useful in dogs but NOT CATS. Bufferin and Ascriptin can be 
used as the first line of defense. Ibuprofen (Advil) should 
never be used in your pet as it causes severe ulceration of 
the stomach in dogs. You may want to discuss the use of 
Rimadyl with your veterinarian. It is a new antiinflamma- 
tory drug that seems to be fairly safe and very effective in 
treatment of arthritis in dogs.

While the Housing Committee has made signifi- 
cant progress to ensure that Marion meets its affordable 
housing plan objectives in the near future, rouge 40B 
developments will always be a threat until Marion 
reaches the 10 percent state mandated level of Subsidized 
Housing Inventory (SHI). ''Reaching that 10 percent level 
in a way that best serves the community's housing needs 
with high quality construction is our top priority" said 
Mr. Richardson. The second stated objective of the Hous- 
ing Committee is to maintain Marion's historic seaside 
New England village character and economic diversity. 

"Our Affordable Housing Effort is burdened by 
the fact that real estate, land prices and taxes only have 
one way to go — up! Higher prices and taxes are driven 
not only by lack of land, but by the laws of supply and 
demand," Mr. Richardson said. "We live in a very desir- 
able part of the state without major industry coming in to 
subsidize infrastructure. So to keep pace with Marion's 
growth, our taxes keep increasing which pushes people of 
modest means out." 

To understand what it takes to reach the 10 
percent goal of SHI, one must look at the numbers. To 
comply with the state, Marion must add affordable homes 
at the current rate of 0.75 percent of its total housing stock 
each year until they reach the state's mandated 10 percent 
level. Marion currently has about 2,100 year round 
residences which are made up of houses, condominiums 
and apartments; 210 of those must be "affordable" as

Bride and

Kill Bill — Vol. 1. Starring Uma Thurman and Lucy 
Liu. Directed by Quentin Tarantino. Running time: 
96 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Forget what you've heard, the good and the bad: Quentin Tarantino's 
Kill Bill — Vol. 1, the geek master's first movie in six years iyol. 2 arrives in 
February), neither reinvents the cinematic wheel nor reveals its author at 
a low point. It's not a great movie — not the great movie Fulp Fiction was 
— but it's great fun. Tarantino has assembled an adoring remix of 
everything he's ever loved in movies on the theme of revenge: some 
spaghetti Western here (ever seen 1967's God F or gives, ID on' tl You can bet 
QT has), some Asian standards there, mixed in with Truff aut (whose The 
Bride Wore Black informs Kill Bill more than a little) and nasty X-rated 
Swedish exploitation {They Call Her One-Eye, an influence on the heroine 
and one of her betrayers). I would' ve loved to have seen it all in one 
mammoth, glorious, three-hour-plus gulp (Miramax, like its heroine at 
the House of Blue Leaves, cleaved the film into two parts); as it is, 
February can't get here fast enough. 

Trembling and bloodied, Uma Thurman's Bride (known by no other 
name in this volume; her real name is bleeped twice) chokes out four last 
words before Bill (David Carradine), the titular focus of her vengeance, 
blows her brains out. Well, almost. That's the first shot of the movie, and 
we learn that the bullet knocked her into a four-year coma. She escapes an 
aborted bedside murder attempt by File Driver (Daryl Hannah, cold and 
mean as a knife here), one of Bill's minions. "Don't you ever wake up," File 
snarls, but eventually the Bride does snap out of it; you know this is an 
exploitation picture because she has to kill two loutish rapists within five 
minutes of her resurrection. Willing her coma-stiffened legs to function, 
the Bride takes off. Death List in hand, and sets about her course of action: 
slashing through each of her former cohorts on Bill's Deadly Viper 
Assassination Squad, including File, the domesticized Vernita Green 
(Vivica A. Fox), and the fearsome O-Ren Ishii (Lucy Liu). 

Thurman spends most of her screen time seething with scarcely 
repressed homicidal rage, though she's got a cheerier moment here when 
she poses as a bubbly American tourist who just happens to have 
stumbled into the sushi bar of retired-and-in-hiding master swordsman 
Hattori Hanzo (Sonny Chiba, whose name Tarantino can now cross off his 
list of Movie Gods I Want to Put in My Movie). Hanzo fashions the Bride 
a sword sharp enough, one imagines, to slice the thoughts of air mol- 




ecules. It slices, all right; in the designed-to-be-legendary Showdown at 
the House of Blue Leaves, it drenches the floor, ceiling, and walls in 
hissing, gushing arterial spray as the Bride carves her way through O- 
Ren's cadre of assassins (the Crazy 88) as though they were soft ice cream. 

Kill Bill is a temple of worship — a devout hymn of praise to crap 
cinema (which isn't always crappy). Tarantino, a generous filmmaker if 
ever there was one, pelts us with stylistic jabs as well as flying body parts. 
O-Ren's origin story, for instance, is told as a spectacularly gory anime 
cartoon, and that's pretty much what you're watching all along. The 
movie, though, retains Tarantino's preference for long breezes of rhetoric 
(though shortened somewhat and honed to a point here — most of the 
wordiness here is on the part of those hoping to avoid the Bride's wrath) 
as well as quiet, still moments. Tarantino, who's seen everything and 
knows how it works, isn't trying to subvert anything this time out. His 
goal, it's clear, is to make the ultimate revenge movie with the ultimate 
sword battle scene. 

The latter might well occur in Vol. 1, but never fear, more impressive 
stuff is on tap for Vol. 2 (from what I remember of the script, which, like 
many, I've read online). Tarantino ends this first part with a line from Bill 
obviously intended to get people to come back in February (effectively 
giving away a surprise that had originally been saved for the saga's last 
act), but it's hardly necessary. You want to see what happens next with the 
Bride — not whether she gets her revenge, but how, and what toll it may 
take on enemies and innocents alike. I'll miss Lucy Liu as O-Ren, smugly 
cocooned in her stature and acumen, and Chiaki Kuriyama as O-Ren's 
psychotic bodyguard Go-Go Yubari; but we have more Daryl Hannah 
coming up, and more Michael Madsen (barely glimpsed here) as Budd, 
the team's only male Viper, and we'll get to meet Bill and see for ourselves 
whether we — and the Bride — still want him dead.

The Mattapoisett Sewer Commissioners voted to 
adopt the following statement of policy 
concerning extensions of municipal sewer. 
The Town of Mattapoisett has only limited 
capacity available to it at the Fairhaven treatment 
plant under its intermunicipal agreement with the 
Town of Fairhaven. The Commissioners believe 
that this capacity should first be allocated to 
improve sewage disposal for existing residences 
in the Town, and particularly in densely settled 
shorefront areas where inadequately treated 
septage is causing degradation to water quality in 
Buzzards Bay, and that only after those problems 
have been remedied, should capacity be made 
available for the expansion of construction into 
new areas. The Board intends to permit 
connection to common sewer lines by owners of 
properties who have frontage that meets the 
requirements of the Zoning By Law on ways in 
which there are common mains, in accordance 
with provisions of Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 83, section 3, but not to authorize 
extension of common lines from the force main 
or gravity lines from any areas outside those 
identified as areas of concern under the foregoing 
criteria, until the Commissioners are satisfied 
that such extensions will not utilitize capacity 
that will be needed to serve existing needs within 
the Town. The Commissioners will not approve 
connections to parcels in new subdivisions that 
retain small amount of frontage on sewered 
ways, but gain their access and zoning frontage 
on newly created ways.
